Roosevelt’s Christmas Message 
At Tree-Lighting Program Today 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (AP).— 
The White House, like millions of 
homes all over America, was at- 
tuned. today to the spirit of Christ- 
mas. 

Through the doorway of his sec- 
ond-floor study, President Roose- 
velt could see the lights of the 
family Christmas tree twinkle on 
the gift packages beneath it. 

He will broadcast his Christmas 
message over NBC, CBS and MBS, 
hookups to the nation at 5:11 p. m. 
(4:11 St. Louis time) today when 
he presses a button lighting a tree 
on the ellipse. 

That 30-foot ~vruce, placed in the 
park miwday between the White 
House and the Washington Monu- 
ment, syrholizes the country’s ob- 
servanc. of Christmas. 

Mrs. Roosevelt carried “Merry 
Christmas” geetings to hundreds of 
youngsters today, and added this 
solemn note to adults: 

“This is a Christmas on which 
a great many children are not go- 
ing to be able to be happy.

Elaborating on the first of his 
five points, the Pontiff said: 

“Indeed, at present in a certain 
country, propaganda without check, 
which does not avoid manifest al- 
terations of truth, shows enemy na- 
tions to public opinion daily and 
almost hourly in a false and out- 
rageous light. ... 

“But whoever really desires the 
well-being of people and longs to 
help save the-spiritual and moral 
base of tion “among 
peoples from incalculable damage 
will consider it his sacreu duty and 
high mission not to let the minds 
and feelings of men lose the nat- 
ural ideal of truth, justice, cour- 
tesy, good will, co-operation and, 
above all, the supernatural ideal 
of brotherly love brought by Christ 
to the world.” 

Regarding his second point, he 
called for “return to that fidelity in 
observance of pacts without which 
pure neighborliness of peoples, and 
particularly the co-existence of pow- 
erful and weak peoples, could not 
possibly succeed.” 

Peaceful States Suffer. 

In his third point, the Pope said 
the principle that might makes 
right caused “greater damage, es- 
pecially to those states which, 
whether for their traditional fidel- 
ity to peaceful methods or their 
low war potentiality, do not want to 
or cannot contend with others.”

Premier Mussolini's

This was Fascism’s answer to the 
address broadcast yesterday to the 
Italian people by British Prime 
Minister Churchill, which a seven- 
point official statement character- 
ized as “a substantial appeal for a 
compromise peace” and an admig- 
sion of British weakness. 

(Churchill appealed to the Italian 
people to overthrow Mussolini and 


to give up a war which he said 
could have only ruinous results.) 

A Christmas message was sent to 
Italy’s armed forces by King Vit- 
torio Emanuele, praising their cour- 
lage and declaring that “no obstacle 
and no difficulty can halt the glori- 
ous ascension of Italy.” 

Fascists asserted that Italy’s Bel- 
gian-born Crown Princess, Marie- 
Jose, had given the best answer to 
Churchill’s speech by joining the 
Fascist party at her own request. 
It was announced her membership 
would be considered as dated 1935. 


Official Reply to Churchill.

CAIRO, Egypt, Dec. 24 (AP). —

tightened its strangle hold on that 
Eastern Libyan port. 

A communique of the Royal Air 
Force Middle Hast command re- 
ported four Italian planes were 
shot down yesterday without the 
loss of any British planes in clashes 
over the Bardia-Tobruk area. 
British intelligence officers ezx- 
pressed belief that the available 
water supplies in the besieged town, 
isolated by land and sea, would 
not long prove sufficient for the 
28,000 or more men trapped there, 
and that their plight soon would 
grow serious.

HUNTINGTON, Ind., Dec. 24 
(AP).—Clare W. H. Bangs, former 
Mayor, who waged a bitter, losing 
legal fight to establish a municipal 
utility, was free today after spend- 
ing 633 days in jail. 

Bangs came home for a Christ- 
mas with his wife and children, his 


petition for release from the Allen 
County Jail having been granted 
yesterday by Circuit Judge Harry 
Hilgemann in Fort Wayne. 

“The law has been satisfied,” the 
Court remarked. That ended the 
last and longest—306 days—of his” 
three terms for contempt of court 
which were imposed for .violations 
of injunctions and restraining or- 
ders obtained by the Northern In- 
diana Power Co. 

Also released was J. Clayton 
Brown of Huntington, construction 
foreman of the now defunct city 
utility. They were jailed last Feb. 
21 for withholding $4300 in funds 
of the light plant contrary to a 
restraining order. 

Bangs, a farm boy who studied 
law in Paris and later, served as 
college president and newspaper 
editor in this city of 14,000, became 
Mayor in January, 1935. 

He expanded the steam generat- 
ing plant used for street lighting 
and began selling electricity to pri- 
vate consumers. The power com- 
pany, proving it had an exclusive 
franchise in Huntington, obtained 
a court order to halt the city’s sale 
of current to consumers. 

Bangs continued the consumer 
business, was cited for contempt 
and sentenced to the Huntington 
County Jail in May, 1935. He stayed 
there until Aug. 16. 

On July 6, 1936, he was sent back 
to jail for disobeying an order to 
disconnect private consumers from 
city lines. He remained there un- 
til March 17, 1937. 

Bangs ended his legal fight when 
the Indiana Supreme Court ruled 
against his appeal Feb. 3, 1937. He 
agreed to cut off private lines. 

He was defeated for re-election 
in 1938. During his last jail term 
he spent most of his time in cleri-

Kenneth G. Bellairs, veteran po- 


lice reporter and writer on hunting : 


and fishing, died of pneumonia 
early today at his home, 1035 Chil- 
dress place, after a week's iliness. 
He was 71 years old, and had 
worked on St. Louis newspapers, 
chiefly the Star-Times and the old 
St. Louis Chronicle, for almost 50 
years, 

He was born in India, the son 
of a British army officer, who be- 
came an American citizen and who 
came to St. Louis as superintendent 
of the Fair Grounds racetrack. As 
a boy Kenneth Bellairs rode horses 
on the track and gained the nick- 
name of “Jockey,” which, contract- 
ed to “Jock,” clung to him for life. 

His first newspaper work, in the 
spring of 1891, was on the Globe- 
Democrat, of which Joseph B. Mc- 
Cullagh was then editdr. In 1893 
he went to the Chronicle, afternoon 
paper of the Scripps-McRae chain, 
and was assigned to the old Four 
Courts Building, which stood on 
the present Municipal Garage site. 
The building contained Police Head- 
quarters, Central Police Station, 
the circular City Jail, Criminal and 
Police Court rooms, and Circuit At- 
torney’s office. All these were cov- 
ered by the reporters from the 
pressroom, a cubbyhole near the 
Police Chief’s office. 


Service at Four Courts. 


Laurence Harrigan, “Old Tige,” 
Chief of Police in the ’90s, and Wil- 
liam Desmond, taeciturn Chief of 
Detectives, were the most impor- 
tant news sources in a time when 
the present close relation of police 
administration and publicity had 
not been established. “Scoops” on 
police news were frequent, and 
“Jock” proved an able contender in 
@ group which included “Red” Ga)- 
vin, Perry Ellis, Arch Edmonston, 
William C. McCarty and, nearly 
always, two or three representa- 
tives of the German dailies, which 
still flourished at that time. 

One of the most famous criminal 
cases on which “Jock” worked was 
the murder, by Arthur Duestrow, 
member of a wealthy family, of his 
wife and child in 1894. Duestrow 
was defended by Charles P. John- 
son, leading criminal lawyer of 
his time here, but was hanged at 
Union, Franklin County, where the 
case had gone on a change of 
venue. Ir a series of train robberies 
in the St. Louis area, Mr. Bellairs 
was active with police in following 
up the robbers, and in one case, 
that of Adelbert Slye, obtained a 
confession. 


In Hawes-Folk Days. 

The Chronicle sent the ener- 
getic young police reporter to Cu- 
ban waters as its Spanish-American 
War correspondent in the spring 
of 1898. He returned to the Four 
Courts in time for the extensive 
changes which came with the ap- 
pointment of Harry B. Hawes as 
Police Board head, and enactment 
of the State police law of 1899. 
“Handsome Jack” Campbell suc- 
ceeded Harrigan as chief, and the 
department became a recognized 
part of the local Democratic ma- 
chine. 

When Joseph W. Folk became 
Circuit Attorney at the beginning 
of 1901, “Jock” was one of his 
confidants. He covered the in- 
dictments and prosecution of City 
Hall boodlers, and the developing 
reform campaign within the Demo- 
cratic party that led to Folk’s elec- 
tion as Governor in 1904. 


When the Chronicle was ab-

sorbed by the St. Louis Star in 
1905, “Jock” remained at Four 
Courts for the Star-Chronicle. La- 
ter he served at the small Police 
Headquarters building, 208 South 
Twelfth boulevard, now the Elec- 
tion Board building. For about a 
year, including most of 19_:, he was 
on the staff of, the Post-Dispatch, 
but he returned to the Star, now 
the Star-Times. In recen‘ years, he 
was the recognized dean of the 
pressroom at the present Police 
Headquarters, across. Twelfth from 
the former Four Courts site. He 
usually began work at 3:30 or 4 a. 
m., working until noon or later. 


Used Pen Name “Verdino.” 


Hunting and fishing were his 
recreations, and for nearly 25 years 
he had written articles for sports- 
men, using .ne pen name “Verdi- 
no.” While working for the 
Post-Dispatch, he wrote articles 
on crimes and mysteries handled 
by the Police Department. 

He was secretary of the St. Louis 
Newspaper Guild until last April, 
when he resigned under a physi- 
cian’s order, and was made secre- 
tary emeritus and life member of 
the Executive Committee.

“There simply isn’t enough alumi- 
num available to meet the great de- 
mand occasioned by the national 
defense program,” Cohu said. 
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“This same situation is bound to 
affect other aircraft concerns. Some 
of the larger manufacturers were 
able to lay in large reserve, sup- 
plies of this material and as yet 
they are not handicapped.” 

He added that orders required 
from 380 to 35 weeks to fill, and 
that indications were it would be 
September before increased facill- 
ties at aluminum production plants 
would be able to care for the in- 
dustry’s demands. 

Northrop’s defense contracts are 
for various types of military craft 
and tail assemblies for certain 
bombers. In addition, the company 
has just tested the first of 24 bomb- 
ers ordered by the Norwegian Gov- 
ernment under a $1,500,000 con- 
tract.

Aluminum Company Denies There 
Is Shortage of Metal. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Dec. 24 (AP). 
-~A spokesman for the Aluminum 
Company of America said today 
there was “positively no shortage 
of aluminum” for the airplane in- 
dustry, now working on British and 
American orders for military ships. 

The spokesman reported that pri- 
ority to aluminum materials had 
been given to the airplane industry 
as a result of the defense emer- 
gency, and added: 

“Any temporary shortage that 
Northrop might have is being met 
or will be met promptly.”

Production now, 
the company said, is running about 
465,000,000 pounds a year,

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‘BRITISH TANKS 
FELL T84NGH TREES 


U. S. Reporter Says England 
Has Amazing Number of 
Armored Divisions. 


By DREW MIDDLETON 
WITH THE BRITISH ROYAL 
ARMORED CORPS SOME- 
WHERE IN 


ored divisions are Britain’s answer 
to Germany’s panzer divisions. 
British officers confidently ex- 
pect these tanks—many of new 
and secret design—to smash either 
a Nazi invasion attempt or deal 
a decisive stroke on the European 
continent at some future “day of 
revenge.” 
The British Expeditionary Force 
left 471 tanks and machine-gun 
carriers in France; but, starting 
from scratch after the withdrawal 
from Dunkerque, British designers 
have built up an entire new group 
of armored divisions. 

Speed and Fire Power. 
The new tanks emphasize speed 
and fire power as never before. 
They are divided into two cate- 
gories—the I tank for infantrv, 
which operates exclusively with 
foot soldiers, and the cruiser tanks 
which form the spearhead of the 
armored divisions. 
Neither the small, puddle-jump- 
ing whippet tanks nor the lumber- 
ing 50 and 60 ton monsters are in 
evidence. The light tanks don’t 
carry enough armor and the big 
tanks are too slow. 
The I tank has armor so heavy 
that in the Flander campaign it 
took direct his from German 77- 
millimeter field pieces with no ef- 
fect save the denting of its armor. 
Its armament includes a small gun 
which can throw a 12-pound shell 
2000 yards to pierce the armor of 
most tanks. It has a secondary 
weapon in the new Besa machine 
gun, which fires 750 rounds a min- 
ute. 
Speed is not essential to the I 
tank, which precedes infantry in at- 
tacks and only occasionally fights 
independently, but it ‘can swing 
along at close to 20 miles an hour. 
Its crew of four gunners, wireless 
operator, driver and commander 
are interchangeable. 

New Cruiser Tanks. 

Cruiser tanks are the darlings 
of the Royal Tank Corps. As large 
as the I tanks, they weigh much 
less and are more than twice as 
fast. They can turn on a dime, and 
theone I rode in climbed hills, went 
crashing through underbrush and 
knocked down trees a foot and a 
half tick. 
Their armament is almost iden- 
tical with the I tanks, but they de- 
pend more on speed and maneuver- 
ability to resist enemy fire. 
Accompanying the tanks and ar- 
mored car sin the armored divisions 
are swarms of fast new scout cars 
called “dingos,” which move as fast 
in reverse as forward. These, along 
with obsolete light tanks on which 
production has been halted, and 
tiny “beaverettes,” perform light 
cavalry roles at liaison and recon- 
naissance.

$45,000 TERMINAL RED CAP 
PAY CLAIM UNDER ADVISEMENT 


Judge Moore Takes Case After 
Submission of Agreed State- 
ment and Arguments. 


The suit to recover from the 
Terminal Railroad Association $45,- 
490 claimed to be due 66 Red Caps 
at Union Station as back wages 
under the Wage-Hour Law was 
taken under advisement by United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore yesterday after submission 
of an agreed statement of facts 
and arguments by counsel for both 
sides. 

In the agreed statement of facts 
it was shown that the Red Caps 
received $55,157 in tips for carry- 
ing luggage of travelers during the 
period from Oct. 24, 1938, when the 
law became effective and last Jan. 
6, when the suit was filed. Carle- 
ton S. Hadley, counsel for the Ter- 
minal, contended that gratuities to 
employes belonged to the employer, 
and referred to an agreement of 
Oct. 24, 1938, under which the 
Terminal guaranteed payment of 
the minimum legal wage to the 
extent tips did not reach the mini- 
mum. Judge Moore asked whether 
the company had reported the tips 
as income and Hadley replied he 
did not know but thought not. 
Charles M. Hay, representing the 
Red Caps, argued that any con- 
tract to violate a provision of law 
was void. He remarked that, even 
if the Red Caps got the $45,490 in 
addition to the $55,157 in tips, the 
total would amount only to about 
$100 a month for each man.

ITALY REPORTS 18,824 
CASUALTIES 10 DEC. 12 


4531 in Armed Forces Killed 
in 6 Months of War, Rome 
Communique States. 


ROME, Dec. 24 (AP).—In the 
first six months of Italy’s war, 
casualties in the Italian armed 
forces numbered 18,824, including 
4531 killed, an official resume stat- 
ed yesterday. 

The report covered only the peri- 
od from Italy’s entry édnto the con- 
flict, June 10 to Dec. 12, and there- 
fore did not include latest figures 
from th® Albanian and African 
fronts where losses have been re- 
ported as heavy. 

The tota] included Albanian and 
African colonials as well as Ital- 
ians fighting for the empire. The 
breakdown gave 4531 killed, 10,055 
wounded and 4238 missing. 

Of this number, 14,078 were Ital- 
ians, 3655 of whom were killed, 
7538 wounded and 2885 missing. 

(The British claim to have taken 
nearly 40,000 Italian prisoners and 
to have inflicted losses at a ratio 
of 10 to one on the Italians in 
Africa, while the last figures from 
Greece placed the number of Ital- 
ian prisoners at 7500 and casual- 
ties in the thousands.) 

The report also listed 27 warships 
as fleet “casualties,” including 23 
acknowledged to have been sunk. 
(The last official British claims 
said they had sunk 35 warships, 
including 24 submarines and dam- 
aged 10 other men of war, includ- 
ing four battleships.) 

The fleet losses were listed 
follows: 

Sunk: One cruiser, five destroy- 
ers, 10 submarines, three lightships 
and four torpedo boats. 

Damaged: Three battleships, one 
destroyer. ;

ERMANY’S second war Christ- 
mas will be observed by its 
armed forces from snowy Nar- 
vik to Southern France and Ru- 


imania, and from the Atlantic to 


rieties. Christmas lighting will be 
just as effectively blacked out as 
any other, however. 

The Christmas dinner will be a 
real problem. Rations give persons 
enough to live on from day to day, 
but provide little opportunity for 
special foods. Some persons will 
have turkey, or the even more pop- 
ular goose, but only if their turn 
happens to come up during the 
holiday at the dealers with whom 
they are registered. They will get 
a whole fowl only if there are 
enough persons in the family to 
require it, at the rate of half a 
pound per individual. One’s turn 
at the poultry shop comes once in 
four to six weeks. 

Food concessions have been made 
in several ways, however. Tuesday 
ordinarily is one of the two meat- 
less days a week, but this restric- 
tion will be lifted for Christmas 
eve and New Year’s eve. Every- 
one will be allowed 2.2 pounds of 
apples during the holiday and the 
problem then will be to find them. 
They will also be allowed about a 
quarter of a pound of marzipian, 
a confection that delights the Ger- 
man palate, or a similar amount 
of other products’ containing 
“cocoa.” 

To everyone, for the four weeks 
including the holidays, will go in 
addition to the regular rations, an 
extra pound each of dried peas, 
beans and lentils, a quarter of a 
pound of rice, and the opportunity 
to buy, if one chooses, an eighth 
of a pound of real coffee instead 
of a quarter of a pound of sub- 
stitute. Children up to 18 will get 
an extra eighth of a - pound of 
marzipan, a half pound of nuts and 
a half pound of honey. To pur- 
chase any of these, most people in 
Berlin will have to wait in line be- 
fore the store, and Berlin’s weather 


now is cold. 

Children’s Toys. 

There will be, of course, toys for 
the children. Fewer of the play- 
things, however, have a _ military 
aspect than one might imagine. 
Germany has other uses these days 
for metal and the services of its

Packages from private persons 
cannot be sent to soldiers, but the 
women Fascist organizations have 
been preparing thousands of pack- 
ages daily for months and every 
man in uniform will receive these 
special gifts. They are entirely vol- 
untary and men and women have 
been ransacking the stores for what 
they think their sons or husbands 
might like. 

Packages for the Alpini in Al- 
bania contain woolen garments of 
every kind, a bottle of strong 
drink, like cognac, or grappa, which 
is the favorite of the Alpine dis- 
tricts.

CHURCHILL’S APPEAL TO THE ITALIANS., 
Winston Churchill’s address of yesterday, urging 
the Italian people to get rid of Mussolini and get 
out of the war, was a remarkable oration. The 
British are not supposed to be skilled in the art of 


a 


that even the wily Dr. Goebbels has never excelled 
in his celebrated “war of nerves.” 

Churchill appealed to Italians’ national pride and 
to their best historic traditions. He recalled the 
two nations’ ancient friendship and former alliance. 
He spoke of Italian losses and sufferings in the war 
which the nation entered unwillingly. He dwelt 
upon the people’s dislike and distrust for their Axis 
ally, Nazi Germany. Every item in his brief re- 
turned to the fact that it was one man, their Duce, 
who has caused all their present woes. 

Churchill must have had assurance through Brit- 
ain’s intelligence service that the Italians now are 
ripe for such an appeal. Enough has leaked out 
through the censorshiy to give evidence of food 
and fuel shortage, of unrest throughout the country, 
of defeatism and war-weariness. 

Mussolini’s secret police, of course, have the 
weapons with which to hold the people down, and 
it would be wishful thinking for anyone to expect 
a popular revolt to follow Churchill’s speech and 
sweep the Fascists from power, However, the ap- 
peal was addressed also to the other elements in’ 
Italy that opposed the military adventure: the 
crown, the army, the church, the experienced diplo- 
mats and even some of the older Fascists. Churchill’s 
attitude of sorrow rather than anger, of hope for 
peace rather than vengeance, must have had its 
effect among those powerful forces. 

What are the chances that the British appeal 
will reach the people for whom it is intended? 
Strict punishments now are meted out to Italians 
who listen to short-wave broadcasts, but news has 
a way of percolating, by grapevine methods, among 
peoples subject to the most drastic censorship. Cor- 
respondents have reported how word of the recent 
military reverses have become popularly known, 
even though the Italian press and radio were silent. 
Benito Mussolini has gained not one of his war 
objectives, even though he threw his nation into 
the war last June in expectation of quick and 
easy spoils. Instead, his armies have been defeated, 
and are now, in Albania and Libya, trying to resist 
invasion. If Mussolini calls on Hitler for help, a 
debt will be incurred that reduces still further the 
hope of spoils, and, as Churchill phrased it, Hitler’s 
“hordes of ravenous soldiery and his gangs of Ges- 
tapo policemen” will come in to “protect” the Italian 
people. 

Is it any wonder that the Italians are war-weary? 
Churchill has seized the moment of Fascism’s lowest 
ebb to use a psychological weapon in co-ordination 
with the slashing attacks of Britain’s fighting forces. 
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MR. COCHRAN AND THE WRIGHT PLANE. 
Representative John J. Cochran of St, Louis has 
added his voice to the many that have urged the 
return of the Wright brothers’ original plane from 
the museum in England which is now its custodian. 
It is regrettable that the unseemly controversy, in 
which the Smithsonian Institution refused to give 
full credit to the Wrights, was ever allowed to de- 
velop to the stage where the surviving brother sent 
the historic plane to England. Now that every 
British building is in danger of destruction by 
Nazi bombs, the reasons for the plane’s return be- 
come all the more compelling. 

“It belongs here,” as Mr. Cochran says. “It does 
not belong in England.” Perhaps Congress, under 
his urging, will be able to work out a plan for the 
return of this important memento of aviation to 
the shores where that science had its birth. 
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AGAINST STATE ALIEN REGISTRATION. 

Solicitor-General Francis Biddle appeared in the 
United States Supreme Court the other day to argue 
for the invalidation of Pennsylvania’s alien registra- 
tion law, which requires non-citizens in that State to 
pay a fee of $1 and to carry an identification card 
under threat of fine and jail sentence. Mr. Biddle con- 
tended that the Pennsylvania statute encroaches on 
“a fundamental power of the Federal Government to 
deal with the nationals of other governments.” 

The Solicitor-General is right. A State alien reg- 
istration law intrudes in a field which Congress is 
empowered to control under the Constitution—a 
field which Congress is now regulating with the 
Alien Registration Act of 1940, requiring enrollment 
and fingerprinting of all aliens in the country. 

There is an important non-legal reason why state 
legislation is undesirable. If the states also require 
registration, fingerprinting and identification rec- 
ords, this compounding of regulatory activity will 
have a bad psychological effect on many aliens. 
Aliens, for the most part, are potential citizens. We 
should be careful to do all we can to make them 
welcome and at home in the United States. Duplicat- 
ing registration laws in the states, obviously, will 
contribute nothing to that end. 
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MAYOR DICKMANN AND THE POLICE JUDGES. 

Mayor Dickmann has made his peace with Police 
Judge Frank E. Mathews in the dispute over the 
Mayor’s charge that motor fatalities have increased 
because the police courts and other agencies broke 
down in this election year, but the issue is not closed 
so far as the public is concerned. 

The public wants to know if the 21 per cent in- 
crease in traffic mortality was caused by such a reas- 
on as the Mayor cited. If so, a clean-up is in or- 
der. If the Mayor was merely speaking in an un- 
guarded manner, then he owes a retraction to the 
Judges, the police and the other agencies. Such 
a serious charge clearly should be backed up by 
facts ‘and figures, or it should not be made. 

Judge Mathews bears a reputation for drastic 
enforcement, and was able to cite figures proving 
convincingly that there had been no laxity in his 
court. What about the other courts? Isn’t it up 
to the Mayor to disclose statistics, if he can, to give 
evidence of the breakdown he alleges? On the other 
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hand, if he is wrong, shouldn’t the other, Judges pro- 
duce figures to vindicate themselves? — 

The Police Courts are those with which the aver- 
age citizen is most likely to come into contact. The 
citizen therefore is entitled to know whether they 
are functioning as they should, both in the interests 
of justice and of the drastic enforcement which is 
the most certain way of checking the reckless driver.

O combine a maximum of effectiveness 
T with a maximum of security in its for- 

eign policy, the United States must con- 
tinue its efforts to aid its friends and hinder 
its potential enemies without the liabilities 
of a formal alliance with Great Britain. 

The stern facts that keep the United 
States out of war in Europe are: 

1, We lack a theater in which to fight. 

2. Britain needs material more than men. 

3. We have no army. 

Similarly, the stern fact that keeps Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan at peace with us 
is that they can’t get at us. But if Ger- 
many is to win the war against Britain, 
we are in for dangerous risks anyway, no 
matter what we choose to do now. 

What counts, then, is the spirit in which 
“aid to Britain” is undertaken. If it is 
done with realistic coolness, as a matter 
of subsidizing someone else to fight a de- 
laying war that he chooses to fight any- 
way, then it can help the United States 
and still allow it to keep clear of entangle- 
ments that will play it false later on by 
creating unbridgeable psychic difficulties 
at home. 

With the realities of a mixed situation in 
mind, it is plain that an Anglo-American 
alliance had best remain a tacit, limited 
thing. And while Britain is utilizing our 
material to stand off the Germans in hopes 
of a Continental collapse through starva- 
tion or treason, we can be pushing our 
South American economic program, our re- 
armament drive and our military-training 
program. We can be building our navy 
up toward two-ocean strength, and we can 
be busy manning the string of bases that 
we have acquired. 

* . . 


Then, if Germany cracks, we shall be able 
to return to the ways of peace without hav- 
ing unleashed the withering passions of war. 
Or, if England cracks, we shall be in a posi- 
tion to protect Canada, the other British 
possessions in this hemisphere, and, maybe 
Australasia. 

Such a policy cannot please the romantic, 
or the idealist, or the bitter-ender, or the 
all-or-nothing boys. But it has the merit of 
combining a maximum of effectiveness with 
a@ maximum of security. 

Our foreign policy has traditionally been 
the plaything of economic pressure groups, 
individuals and organizations with a yen to 
make other people over in our own image, 
and State Department specialists who ac- 
quire a fondness for specific peoples beyond 
our shores, 

The Monroe Doctrine is our only realistic 
expression of foreign policy, but we need 
time to provide the military means to en- 
force the Monroe Doctrine in a _ topsy- 
turvy world. 

The diplomatic formulas of the nineteenth 
century—the provisions of “international 
law” that strong nations have always flout- 
ed when the risks seemed minimal—are 
dead, and most of the murdering has been 
done by Germany, Italy, Japan and the 
U. 8. S. R. 

These Powers, working in often unac- 
knowledged conjunction, have given the rest 
of the world a series of lessons in how to 
get the benefits of fighting without accept- 
ing the disadvantages. The trick is to find 
a formula such as “non-intervention,” or 
“non-belligerency,” or “pre-belligerency.” 

It is not suggested here that the United 
States send “pirate” submarines to prey on 
Japanese shipping in the Pacific, even 


though one liberal columnist has trifled with 
the notion. Nor is it suggested that we 
take any Latin American nations into “pro- 
tective custody.” 

However, the fictive device can be used 
by us to get very real advantage of an 
outright alliance with Britain and China and 
none of the disadvantages. 

Using “hemisphere defense” as the slo- 
gan, we can continue to arm “Canada.” We 
can even finance “Canadian” factory ex- 
pansion for war purposes. We can permit 
the training of Canadian aviators in Texas | 
or Southern California in the winter 
months, and we can take over the job of 
patrolling British waters in this hemisphere. 

If France capitulates utterly to Hitler, 
we can prevent the Germans from making 
Martinique or Guadeloupe or St. Pierre or 
Miquelon or French Guiana into part of a 
“European” overseas empire merely by keep- 
ing warships off their shores or by landing 
some marines with the permission of Latin 
American nations. 

. * a 

We can sell war materials to China— 
planes, guns, trucks—with no fictive gloss 
whatever, and we can make this legal ac- 
tivity doubly effective by refusing goods to 
Japan on grounds that we need them for 
our arming at home. 

Is war in the Far East likely to result 
from a thorny attitude toward Japan? Not 
so long as China is alive and kicking; not 
so long as the Japanese navy is busy with 
a blockade of the China coast that still has 
leaks; not so long as 2,000,000 Japanese sol- 
diers are tied up on Chinese soil. 

A hint to Tokyo that we might, under 
provocation, join with the Australians, the 
Dutch and the British to hold Japan at a 
line drawn about its present sphere of ac- 
tion may be worth the slight chance of war. 

But the hint should not be forthcoming 
unless it is certain that China intends to 
go on fighting. As long as Chiang Kai- 
shek remains in the field, the chances of 
Japan’s taking on the United States, the 
British, the Australians and the Dutch re- 
main negligible. 

In opposing Japan by helping China, 
should we impose a complete embargo on 
war materials, such as all types of scrap, 
all grades of oil and gasoline, all engines 
of war? 

No, for this might precipitate the very 
action that continued Chinese resistance is 
counted on to forestall. A Japan completely 
cut off from access to Western oil and 
steel scrap might, in desperation, try to 
seize the Dutch East Indies for their oi! 
wells and the Philippines for the iron mine 
in Luzon. 

The State Department is at present walk- 
ing a chalk line, and doing it very skillfully, 
even if the “moral” reasons for the perform- 
ance seem highfalutin and unreal in the 
jungle world of today. Waiving the moral 
explanations, which are carry-overs from 
the Stimson era of high principle and little 
action, we should ask the State Department 
to continue to balance on the chalk line,’ 
using a partial embargo to keep Japan 
pecking away hopelessly at China while 
the Dutch, Australians and British build 
up their South Pacific defenses.

He talked with 
men of all sorts—other Cabinet of- 
ficers, members of the Defense 
Commission, the chiefs of the fight- 
ing services and leaders in Con- 
gress. Patiently, calmly, but with

. Gen. Wood said in a statement: 

“The America First Committee 
welcomes William Allen White’s 
personal statement of yesterday. 
He apparently is in essential agree- 
ment with our position. He is for 
maintenance of the neutrality law. 
Particularly he is against sending 
American ships and American con- 
voys into the war zone. He is un- 
equivocally opposed to our entry 
into the war. 

“If this represents the position 
of the Committee to Defend Amer- 
ica by Aiding the Allies, the com- 
mittee should say so officially. This 
committee, which has been widely 
suspected of trying to drive the 
country along the road to war, now 
has an opportunity to redeem itself 
in the eyes of the nation by prompt 
and full approval of Mr. White's 
statement. If it does, national uni- 
ty will have been achieved.”

The manufacture of 
heavy guns is an exceedingly com- 
plex, technical process, needing very 
special skills. Light guns, on the 
other hand, may be made with some 
expert help in factories adapted 
from other types of production. 

Heavy gun-making capacity in 
this country is extremely limited, 
being confined to the Bethlehem 
Steel Co. and two or three com- 
panies. Yet instead of giving the 
factories able to make heavy guns 
nothing but heavy gun orders, and 
improvising light gun capacity else- 
where, the army procurement filled 
up the heavy gun makers’ plants 
with’ contracts’ for both light and 
heavy. Bethlehem and the com- 
panies like it were the normal army 
suppliers, and the force of bureau- 
cratic inertia prevented the army 
going to anyone else. 

Thus excess heavy gun capacity 
that might have been made avail- 
able to the British was needlessly 
used up by the army light gun 
contracts. And the British have 
been unable to place any substan- 
tial heavy gun orders. 

This is the kind of error, directly 
resulting from poor planning, lack 
of centralized authority and imper- 
fect co-ordination, which is to be 
found all through the defense pro- 


PLANS FOR DONNELL'S 
INAUGURATION READY 


Installation Ceremony for Gov- 
ernor-Elect Scheduled for 
Jan. 13 at State Capital.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 24.—A 
tentative program for the inaugu- 
ration of Republican Governor- 
elect Forrest C. Donnell of Web- 
ster Groves, on Jan. 13, in the 
rotunda of the State Capitol, was 
announced today by Adjt. Gen. 
Lewis M. Means of the Missouri 
National Guard. The plans are 
subject to ratification by a joint 
inauguration committee of the two 
houses of the Legislature, to be ap- 
pointed after the Legislature con- 
venes on Jan. 8. 
The prefiminary arrangements, 
always made by the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral’s department, take no cogniz- 
ance of the plans of Democratic 
leaders to institute a contest of the 
election of Donnell, if they can find 
grounds for an attempt to seat his 
Democratic opponent, Lawrence 
McDaniel of St. Louis. On official 
returns from the Nov. 5 election, 
Donnell defeated McDaniel by 3613 
votes. 
The .preliminary arrangements 
call for inauguration of Donnell at 
noon on Jan. 13, before a joint ses- 
sion of the Senate and House, aft- 
er which the new Governor will de- 
liver his inaugural address and 
first message to the Legislature. 
This ceremony wil] follow a parade 
from the executive mansion to the 
Capitol, headed by Gov. Lloyd C. 
Stark and Governor-elect Donnell, 
and made up of the honorary 
colonels of the new Governor, Na- 
tion Guard and reserve officers, 
and veterans’ organizations. 

A military reception will be held 
at the executive mansion the after- 
noon of Jan. 13 and the inaugural 
ball will be held in the Capito] that 
evening.

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Relief for Tired and Aching Feet 


OLIDAY shopping has made 

many a pair of feet tired and 

sore. Here are a few sugges- 
tions for the relief of the foot- 
sore and weary. 

Soaking the feet in hot water con- 
taining a handful of epsom salts 
gives much relief when the feet are 
very tired and red from walking. It 
helps tired nerves to relax, too. 


After the foot bath, dry the feet 
thoroughly and apply talcum or 
foot-dusting powder. Now snatch 
the time to lie down for a half 
hour with your feet raised higher 
than your head—on a pillow or fold- 
ed blanket. Even a brief rest in 
this position is wonderfully sooth- 
ing. When you get up and around, 
put on a comfortable pair of shoes, 
if possible, not the same ones you 
wore during the day. Changing 
the shoes rests the feet. 


If your feet hurt you every time 
you walk or go shopping, it may be 
due to excess poundage, to improp- 
er shoes, or to foot weakness. The 
woman who is very heavy will get 
more foot comfort by bringing her 
weight down to normal than by try- 
ing to find shoes to help her feet 
bear up under that extra burden.

hurt, by rubbing or  ~»pressing 
against the toes so that corns form. 
Shoes that give inadequate support 
may strain the foot. Or the shoes 


may throw the foot off balance or 
shift the weight burden to a part of 
the foot that was not designed to 
carry it. High-heeled shoes, for ex- 
ample, throw the weight entirely on 
to the ball of the foot and may 
cause pain and flattening of the 
anterior arch. 

If your feet are actually painful, 
see a physician who specializes in 
foot troubles. He may prescribe 
arch supports, exercises and other 
measures. Arches should be spe- 
cially prescribed and fitted or they 
may do more harm than good. 

Weak foot muscles may be made 
stronger by exercises . Try these 
at night before you go to bed: 

(1) Sit in a chair, both bare feet 
flat on the floor. Now make a 
“fist” of your toes, curling them 
under. After a minute, spread the 
toes as far apart as possible, fan- 
like, and hold it for a few seconds, 
Repeat five to 10 times with each 
foot. 

(2) Walk about your room this 
way, for a few minutes morning 
and night: Double the toes under, 
feet parallel and walk with the 
weight on the outer borders of the 
feet. 

(3) Place a towel on the floor. 
Stand on it barefoot, with feet par- 
allel, and pleat it with the toes.

FOUND my old friend, Dr. 

Adrian Gibbs, in a very mellow 

mood this Christmas Eve. He 
had just managed to persuade a pa- 
tient with dyspepsia to consult an- 
other doctor, and had sent her to a 
man he doesn’t like—a procedure 
which always fills him with a glow 
of satisfaction.

Economical Menus 


F your food budget simply won't 
| encompass a turkey for tomor- 

row, or even a chicken, there are 
lots of people who won't be a bit 
sorry for you if you serve a pork 
shoulder roast instead. This most 
modest of all pork roasts is also 
one of the tenderest, juiciest and 
most delicious; and if you ate it 
blindfold the chances are you 
wouldn’t know it from the dark 
meat of turkey. But if your holi- 
day won’t be complete without a 
chicken, here’s one way to squeeze 
a few extra nickels out of the 
weekly budget until the difference 
is paid for: For one quart of the 
fresh milk you allow regularly each 
day, substitute a tall tin of evap- 
orated milk, its equivalent in food 
value. The children won’t mind 
drinking cocoa made with evap- 
orated milk every day for a week 
or so, and you can use evaporated 
milk for all your cooking needs, 


Roast Pork Shoulder. 


A pork shoulder end weighing 
about three pounds will serve five 
amply once; or a picnic shoulder 
or Boston butt weighing six or 
eight pounds may be purchased, and 
will provide meat for two or three 
meals. Wipe surface of meat with 
a damp cloth and rub the fat part 
with salt. Place skin side up in an 
oven roasting pan, on a rack, and 
bake in a moderate oven (350 de- 
grees F.) for 35 minutes to the 
pound. About one hour before end 
of cooking time, remove roast from 
oven and take off skin; then return 
to oven. If meat thermometer is 
used, it should register 185 degrees 
when pork is well done.

And that is why the boys of Okla- 
homa are staying on the farms. 

After his experience with the pig 
and the calf the Call boy left the 
farm and worked in the oil fields. 
He grew up and married and in 
1924 he came to Cyril and got a 
job in the bank. In 1931 he was 
made executive vice-president. 

Bankers and farmers were deep 
in the depression then. The Cyril 
bank was not prospering because 
the Caddo County farmers were 
not prospering. The bank had 
made a lot of loans on livestock. 
The loans were not very good be- 
cause the stock was not very good. 
Call and the president of the bank, 
J. R. Stallings, went into a huddle 
about it. They decided that the 
way to improve the banking busi- 
ness was to improve the livestock 
business. What Caddo County farm- 
ers needed was bigger and better 
livestock. 

Call went to work on the farmers. 
He told them they needed better 
stock and the bank was ready to 
lend then money to get it. They 
thought the banker was trying to 
put something over on them. They 
weren't going to let a town slicker 
tell them how to run their farms. 

That was when Call remembered 
what had happened to him when he 
was a farm boy and his vow to fix 
things for the farm boys if he ever 
got his chance. Here was his 
chance. He would help the boys 
do the things that their fathers 
wouldn’t do. Later on, maybe the 


school board and

fathers would follow in the foot- 
steps of their boys and do some- 
thing themselves. 

It was realized that the first need 
was for vocational teaching of ag- 
riculture. The Cyril High School 
didn’t have anything like that, and, 
as a matter of fact, it didn’t wart 
anything like that. The banker 
found that out when the bank of- 
fered to chip in $500 to hire a voca- 
tional agriculture teacher. The 
members of the school board were 
not interested. The bank, though, 
renewed its offer from time to time 
and finally the board accepted the 
money and hired a teacher. That 
was in 1933. It was the under- 
standing that the bank would work 
with the teacher in getting boys, 
as Future Farmers of America, to 
take up projects for themselves on 
the fathers’ farms. Said the bank- 
er to the teacher: “You find the 
boy and name the project and we 
will back him with the money that 
he needs.”

T was not all smooth sledding at 
J ricst The first year, 1933, only 

one boy embraced the opportunity 
that was knocking at his door. He 
undertook to take a calf and feed 
it and show it at the Fat Stock 
Show in Oklahoma City the follow- 
ing March. The boy did not do so 
well and became discouraged. It 
was a little discouraging for the 
banker, too, but he didn’t give up. 
The following year eight boys were 
induced to feed calves and barrows. 
As an extra inducement, the boys 
were told that after the next stock 
show the bank would give a ban- 
quet for them and their fathers. 
That put the boys on their mettle. 
One of them did such a nice job 
with his Hampshire barrow that it 
won the grand championship at the 
show. 

The banquet that followed was 
rather a grand affair. In addition 
to the boys and their fathers, the 
guests included the members of the 
livestock men, 
about 80 in all. From the premi- 
ums and sale of their stock the 
boy» were presented with $900. 
Their fathers began to sit up and 
take notice. Maybe, after all, there 
was something in the town slick- 
er’s idea of selection of stock and 
proper feeding.

notice. They clamored for the loans 
that the banker was offering them. 
During the school term of 1935-36 
there were 10 calves, 17 barrows 
and five sheep being fed and fat- 
tened by the boys with the bank’s 
money. Ferris Lake’s Angus took 
the championship at the show and 
he sold it for $335. At the banquet 
that followed there was an attend- 
ance of 150 and the boys were pre- 
sented with $1250 in checks. Their 
fathers were converted. They stood 
up in the meeting and confessed 
their sins. They were through with 
scrub livestock forever. They 
joined up with the town slicker and 
accepted his assistance in forming 
the Cyril County Jersey Cattle Club. 


Call’s chief interest continued to 
center, however, in the boys. He 
was having the time of his life 
watching the lads make good with 
their projects. He was going to see 
to it that the boys of Caddo Coun- 
ty made money on the farms and 
got what was coming to them. The 
thing that he insisted upon was 
that every boy was entitled to the 
profits that he made. The fathers, 
some of them rather sheepishly, 
gave in and agreed. 

As a business proposition be- 
tween the bank and the boys, the 
books show that in 1935-36 the 
amount loaned to eight boys was 
$367.50; im 1936-37, $1224.50 to 24 
boys; in 1937-38, $2895.02 to 57 
boys; in 1938-39, $3286.12 to 86 boys, 
and in 1939-40, $2385 to 92 boys. 

Call’s explanation of the figures 
1939-40, showing that a greater 
number of boys borrowed less 
money in the aggregate, is that by 
this time most of the boys are do- 
ing so well that they do not need to 
borrow so much. 

Business with the boys meant 
careful selection. They had to be 
the right kind of youngsters, with 
faith in themselves and the indus- 
try. And they had to be poor boys, 
the poorer the better if they had 
grit. Then they were helped in 
picking the calves, pigs and lambs, 
or whatever it was that they wanted 
for their projects. With this looked 
after, the bank had no hesitancy 
in advancing, on their promises to 
pay, the money that they needed, 
and in no instance was the confi- 


dence of the banker betrayed. 

There was one case which, al- 
though it was not a betrayal of 
confidence, was a bit discouraging 
to Call. The boy made good all 
right and paid back the money that 
he had borrowed and had $1100 in 
the bank. It was his money and 
he could do as he pleased with it. 
His father wanted him to buy a 
car. The boy talked to Call about 
it. The banker asivised against it. 
“You have made a good start,” he 
said, “but you have a long way to 
go. You can buy a car if you want 
to but if you do I won't loan you 
any more money.” 

x * * 

HE father’s wish prevailed, the 
Tear was bought, and the next 

year the family was on relief. 
Call takes no satisfaction in telling 
that story, but it just goes to show, 
he says, that unwise spending and 
extravagance can wreck the best of 
beginning. Not content with merely 
making profits, the Caddo County 
boys, encouraged by Call, have gone 
in for the achievement honors that 
await Future Farmers of America 
who meet the requirements. Last 
year Bobby Schneeberger won the 
Junior Master degree, the highest 
honor, for what he had done in 
stock-raising and general farming. 
He is only 17 years old, a_ high 
school senior, but he is practically 
the manager of his father’s 400- 
acre farm. From high school he 
will go to the Oklahoma A. and M. 
College. 

When Call began loaning to the 
boys there were only a few Future 
Farmers chapters in the State. Now 
there are over 200 and requests 
have come for about 150 additional 
chapters to be formed. Most of the 
boys strive for the Junior Master 
Farmer award and are willing to 
work to win it. To attain the cov- 
eted degree a boy has to study vo- 
cational agriculture for more than 
two years, must earn or produc- 
tively invest at least $250, must 
have held the Future Farmer, or 
second FFA degree, for one year, 
must be in the upper third of his 
class in scholastic standing in all 
high school subjects, must have 
engaged in improvement practices 
and supervised projects, must have 
kept complete accurate records of 


passed inspection by the examining 
committee and approved by the con- 
vention delegates. 


The money loaned the boys was 
only the beginning as far as 
the bank was concerned. As the boy 
program progressed there was a 
great increase in the borrowing 
by farmers, fathers of the boys 
mostly, for the same purpose, the 
improvement of their livestock and 
of their farming methods. Farm- 
ers have clubbed together to buy 
bulls, start dairy herds and adopt 
better farming practices. Call 
estimates that the value of the live- 
stock in the county as collateral 
has increased 41 per cent, and on 
this better collateral the farmers 
have borrowed $40,000 to make more 
improvements, 


Run-down farms have . been 
brightened up and scrawny cross- 
breed stock has given way to high 
grade and pure-bred animals. 
There was a farmer who owed the 
bank $4700 and the security had 
become impaired to such an extent 
that if everything that he owned 
had been sold it would have 
brought perhaps $1250. The bank 
offered to loan him more money 
if he would use it to improve the 
quality of his livestock. He agreed 
and the additional money was 
loaned him. In four years the man 
was in a position to pay off all 
that he owed and have $5000 left. 


Next to his own experience as a 
boy on the farm, Call was influ- 
enced in his faith banking by his 
realization that what Caddo County 
needed was a more balanced farm 
program that would lend itself to 
a more permanent anchoring of 
farm boys to the soil. Failing at 
first to interest the farmers he 
turned to the boys with the view 
of instilling in them the idea of 
being substantial farm owners 
rather than operators under mort- 
gages or tenants. The farm prob- 
lem was a boy problem, as he saw 
it. By solving the boy problem he 
would solve the farm problem and, 
incidentally, the bank problem. 

It was the welfare of the boys, 
however, that he had first in mind. 
He had faith in them and showed 
it by backing them with the bank’s 
money. Dividends came back to 
him many fold in the satisfaction 
of seeing a new generation of farm 
boys, with new ambitions and new 
achievements, growing up in Caddo 
County.

REVEILLE—A noun. A eall, 
sounded by bugle, at about sunrise. 

Soldiers, atten-SHUN'! Steel your- 
selves for a shock, and remember, 
please, that I did not write the dic 
tionary: 

The first-choice pronunciation for 
the name of the famous “I can’t get 
‘em up” bugle call is not “REV-uh- 
lee!” 

The word reveille is from the 
French. In that language it is pro- 
nounced approximately ray-vay- 
YAY. In the British army it is 
called either “ree-VELL ee” or “ree- 
VAL-lee.” 


While the usual pronunciation in 
the United States army is “REV-uh- 
l-e,” I know from personal experi- 
ence in the service that this call, 
especially at five o’clock on a win- 
try morning, is known by a number 
of other variations, all of them 
much too pungent to permit of re- 
cording here. 

Yes, reveille is the real surprise 
word of the week, for here are th 
dictionary listings: 

First choice, ree-VAIL-yee; sec- 
ond choice, rev-uh-LEE; third 
choice, REV-uh-lee. 

(Capitals indicate syllables to be 


accented).

Scalloped Kidney Beans 

One can red kidney beans, one- 
third cup uncooked rice, one can 
tomatoes, one tablespoon’ sugar, 
one-fourth cup chopped onion, one 
tablespoon melted butter, one tea- 
spoon salt, one-half teaspoon papri- 
ka, one tablespoon Worcestershire 
sauce.

West opened his highest club and 
declarer allowed East’s 10 to win. 
A club was continued. Declarer won 
and cleared away the diamond 
ace. East established his clubs 
by another lead. Declarer now 
cashed his three good diamonds. 
With five tricks home and three 
to go, declarer could not tell, of 
course, that both high spade honors 
were in front of the A-J and there- 
fore essayed the heart finesse for 
his fulfilling trick. The queen lost 
to East’s king. East then cashed 
his two good clubs and, by so do- 
ing, sank the defenders’ ship. 

Before the first good club was 
led the five cards left in each hand 
had been: 


The first club lead (which was 
correct) gave West no difficulty; he 
merely blanked the J-10 of hearts, 
while dummy likewise threw a 
heart. The second club, however, 
put West in a vice. To let go a 
spade would establish dummy’s ace 
Jack; a heart would make the A-9 
of hearts good. 

Obviously, had East, after cashing 
one club trick, shifted to either a 
spade or a heart, the contract sure- 
ly would have been defeated. Of 
course, the declarer could have dis- 
carded differently from the dummy 
had he known the adverse lay of 
honors, but the point was that with 
the existing position East’s insist- 
ence on his own tricks had been 
fatal. 

East could be certain that, unless 
West had spades and hearts 
stopped, two club tricks would not 
defeat the contract; if West did 
have them stopped, cashing the 
clubs would squeéze him.
